Men, But in Vain—Heartrending Scenes Witnessed About 


the Mouth of the Shaft, Where Wives and Children 


of Imprisoned Miners Congregate—Preparations 


Made for Bringing Bodies to Surface. 


CHERHY, lil., Nov. I,').—Hope lias nil 


mil been banished by the relatives of 
the '30(1 or more, men, now numbered as 
victims in tin- greatest mine disaster in 
the history of Illinois. 


That not one niiin of the hundred* en- 


tombed in the St. Paul coal company's 
mine will be taken from it alive, if the 
practically unanimous opinion of those 
on the scene. The- awful loss of life was 
caused by an explosion and tire in the 
mine Saturday 
afternoon, 
completely 


cutting the entombed men off Jrom es- 
cape. 
. Kcseuers equipped with oxygen hel- 
mets, who entered the mine today added 
to the horror by declaring tliat the mine 
was still on fire, and in many places was 
caving in. The rescuers were unable to 
penetrate wore than a few feet from 
the mine shaft in the. second vein.

ern paraphernalia was useless 
in

chambers, nil °:" which were choked with 
gas and smoke. That every bit of life 
giving air had been exhausted many 
hours ago, was declared certain. 


Three descent* were made, but no sign 


of life wa« seen and the rescuers de- 
elave.d tV.nt no life, could exist for hun- 
dred* of feet beyond the shaft entrance. 
A'few miners cups and lamp.-* were seen 
—tragic tokens of the first mad rush for 
safety by the miners who escaped, but 
no bodies were found. This indicated to 
the rescuers that when the miners real- 
ized they wen- penned hopelessly in a pit 
from which there WHS no exit they rushed 
to the furthermost end of the main vein 
where some air might be found 
thai 


would keep them alive till help came. 


Protest Sealing Entrances. 


Frantic protests against the net ion of

•Relatives of Men Summoned. 


Thousands of people came, to the mine 


this morning. Special trans bearing re- 
latives, summoned by telegraph, are at

Fire Breaks Out Again. 


Fire has broken afresh in the St. Paul 


mine. Fire engines and other lire light- 
ing apparatus are being rushed here from j 
La Salle on a special train.

United States geological 
survey, 
the 


main shaft has just been scaled in tlie 
hope of smothering the Humes sufficient- 
ly to permit of fighting the lire when 
the special engines 
arrive.

broke out with great intensity after the 
rescue workers and inspectors-had de- 
scended three times into the shaft to the 
bottom. On the lirst two trips, no sign 
of fire was detected near the shaft,. and 
there .was little smoke when tin- fans 
were started in'.liope of clearing the gal- 
leries in the hope that the search for 
the bodies might progress. Suddenly the 
lire started, the frames pouring out of the. 
stables where the original fire occurred.

Will Recover the Bodies. 


The bodies of thf> miners, of whose

paired of, will be brought to the surface 
of the St. Paul this afternoon.

the second descent of the cage in the 
hoisting shaft, preparations were begun 
lo bring up the bodies as fast as men 
cnn go down the shaft and reach the 
-. ictims ,in'the vcans and galleries in 
which it is supposed the dead are. lying 
in hundreds. 


The task of bringing the bodies to the 


purffice will lie attended with difficulty. 
Searching parties provided with oxygen 
helmets to guard against the smoke, will 
carry stretchers on which to bear the 
bodies to the bottom of the shaft.

As a matter of fact, it is not expected 


there wil! be a great number of the. in- 
jured. Those who have been imprisoned 
by the Humes and smoke are believed to 
have perished or to have been already 
saved. There bus been no explosion and 
the danger from the (Ire itself Avas small, 
it is syid, because of the fact that it 
burned slowly in the dust covered tim- 
bers. The lack of air. it is said, is be- 
lieved to have caused Hie deaths. This 
afternoon, just, before the cage was be- 
ing prepared for its third descent, the 
funs were turned on again. Their effect, 
it is hoped, will be to clear out some of 
the smoke in Ihe lower veins. Streams 
of water, said to purify the atmosphere 
in the lower galleries, to carry oxygen 
to the bottom and 'to extinguish what 
remaining fire it reaches were sent into 
the hoisting shaft between the descents. 


• The mine and civic officials tried dur- 
ing the early part'of the day to keep se- 
cret their preparations for the raising of 
the bodies and endeavored to circulate 
among the inhabitants of the town and 
the crowds gathered at the time, the 
idea that no such move could be made 
until tomorrow. 


Came on Special Trains 


The 'crowds containing most of the 


women of the liltle village, were aug- 
mented constantly by people from neigh- 
boring towns, who came on special trains, 
in automobiles and by carriages. 
Among 


the crowds were representatives of many 
nations and they elanuishly divided into 
groups of Iheir own longue. 


In front of each group so far as he was

They Escaped Serious Injury.

Thnt they 
extend to a goodly height lor actual use 
is shown in the erection of tall build- 
ings in our cities several reaching over 
lour hundred feet in the air nml OIKS in 
N»w York practicably WO feet. -V to 
going downward milling lias extended to 
hundreds, and in fact thousands of feet, 
and no One has disputed. Then1 in talk 
now of tlif. rights of die air navigators 
and the rights of dwellers below. Arc 
these, flyers of air to have the right to 
throw overboard their ballast as minded, 
drop over their machinery, and cast aside 
heavy weights as they find it necessary 
to tlirow out ballast. Manifestly this is 
all very dangerous, and the day is cer- 
ttiinly drawing near where this sort of 
thing will have to be taken into account. 


Has the law the right 10 condemn in
